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Possible Showdown? 


RENT STRIKERS TO 
COURT THE 16TH 


The small but fearful and powerful group of Hunters 
Point rent strikers are now again scheduled to appear in 
court, the 16th, in their continuing uphill fight with the San 
Francisco Housing Authority. This time the question appears 
to involve their right to strike against deplorable housing 
conditions. 

The previous appearance involved the Rent Strikers- 
Hunters Point Tenant Union’s right to paint one of the ex- 
tremely delapidated buildings along Navy Rd. (Bldg. 18). 

Although no clear decision seemed to come from the 
court, where it appeared as if the judge was unwilling or 
afraid to commit himself, members of the Tenant Union feel 
that they won a victory. After first being stopped by both 
the Housing Authority and local union painters (whose posi- 
tion seems suspicious and unclear at this time), the tenants 
are now allowed to go ahead and finish’ their paint job on 


the building. 

It’s interesting to note that although no buildings in the 
predominently Negro Hunters Point have ever been painted 
in the over 25 years of their shabby existence, the same 
buildings in the predominently White area of housing in 
Candle Stick Cove has been repainted. 

George Earl, Tenant Union president, stated that: “though 
it was no clear cut victory, it was a pretty decisive victory. 
The judge made a typical decision for San Francisco that 
amounted to the fact that people aren’t going to do any- 
thing for the people, even when they see something wrong.” 

ADDED SUPPORT FOR STRIKERS 

Additional support for the rent strikers has come from 
many and varied sources. The Mission Tenants Union gave 
its support, John Ross of the Union saying: ‘‘Both the 
temporary and the permanent public housing in this area 
are a disgrace to the City of San Francisco and an insult 
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to the citizens who are forced to live in these modern day 
slave quarters.”’ 

Ross further added that they ‘‘wholeheartedly support”’ 
the 22 demands of the HPTU, and pledge to give continuous 
assistance. And,-in case of actual eviction, “‘with our bodies 
we will be able to assist in blocking the proceedings.” 

STERN SUPPORT 

In a letter to George Earl, the distinguished attorney, 
Edward Stern, stated: ‘‘I am, of course, completely sym- 
pathetic with the position of the tenants who have fora 
considerable period of time been attempting to persuade the 
San Francisco Housing Authority to assume the usual obliga- 
tions landlords are legally required to assume in providing 
their tenants with decent housing accommodations which con- 
form to the minimum standards required by law.

FAC, the Fillmore Action Committee has announced 
that the tenant unions in the Western Addition (Fillmore) 
are joining in the rent strike against theSan Francisco Hous- 
ing Authority, starting on January Ist. FAC has been organ- 
izing the tenant unions in Westside, Hayes Valley, and the 
Plaza on behalf of the San Francisco Tenant Issue Council 
(STIC). 

The rent strike began in Hunters Point onNovember 1st, 
The tenants in the Western Addition have been organizing 
for the last three months, rn are now ina position to 


be effective in the rent strike, 

The tenants in the Western Addition are joining the 
rent strike as members of STIC, an organization of all the 
tenant unions in public housing, 

‘eWe have informed the tenants that the rent strike 
will continue until the Housing Authority deals with the fifteen 
demands of STIC,’’ said Earl Anthony, coordinator for FAC, 
‘The response of the tenants has been very positive. They 
realize that they have to organize, and that they must put 
pressure upon the Housing Autho it The t ffecti e 


pressure is financial pressure,’? added Anthony, 

The rent payments will be made to the treasurers of 
of the tenant unions, These payments will be in money order 
form, and will be deposited in a bank account, until the 
Housing Authority responds favorably to the STIC demands, 

The Western Addition tenant unions, as members of STIC, 
will have the aid of lawyers that STIC is recruiting, to aid 
any tenant on rent strike, in his legal difficulties with the 
Housing Authority,

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NEWS SKETCH 


SAN FRANCISCO — Economists, Paul Jacobs and Michael 
Harrington, two authors of the original anti-poverty program 
contend that present War on Poverty is ‘‘worse than useless.’’ 
In general their opinion is that the program is underfi- 
nanced, misdirected, misunderstood, cautious and un- 
imaginative. The basic fault, according to Jacobs, is that 
programs have ‘‘failed to challenge those powerful institu- 
tions which are responsible, in some cases, for poverty.’ 
Though he agreed that more money is needed to finance the 
program, it will be wasted ‘‘unless it is used differently,” 
and by ‘‘courageous administrators’”’ willing to abandon tradi- 
tional methods. ‘‘We will have to develop some faith in the 
poor to develop themselves in their own ways--not our ways. 
Stop patronizing the poor and be honest with them. Then we 
can have an honest program!’? Others at the economists 
meeting agreed that the present programs are only helping 
“the cream. of the crop,” and not the ‘‘hard-core poor.” 


DETROIT — A so-called “homeowners rights ordinance’’ 
which allowed a resident to discriminate in selling his house, 
has been thrown out by a circuit court judge. Judge John 
Wise said the ordinance was unconstitutional because of its 
‘‘excessive vagueness.”’ It was originated and drawn in opposi- 
tion to a proposed, and subsequently defeated, open-occupancy 
ordinance. Challenges were made against the discriminatory 
law by local NAACP, a group of white residents, lawyers, 
ministers and teachers,

present situation in America where no one sees an end 
to the right-wing swing of the pendulum represented by th 
last California and national elections.’’

A Success Story 


S F BAIL PROJECT 


In its second year, a program to arrange release of 
people who are arrested on their own promise to appear for 
trial (there being no charge for the service) has proved to 
be an overwhelming success, the San Francisco Bail Project, 
Of those persons released on their ‘own recognizance’ 
(OR), ninety-one percent live in poverty areas, and many 
of those otherwise showed signs of poverty, When campaired 
to Bail Bondsmen, those on OR have a skip rate (not making 
the court appearance) of less than 2% (which is also a nation 
wide average for all such ORbail projects) versus the Bonds- 
men skip rate of 6,5 to 8%, and these are the people who re- 
quire money and security to put up a bond for a person, 


GREATER COMMUNITY BENEFIT 


Not only are persons who arereleasedontheir own more 
reliable, but according to Kenneth Johnson, Co-Director of 
the S F Bail Project, «‘persons who make court appearance 
on OR seem to get a slightly better break than those who have 
to remain in custody.”? Such better breaks as lighter sen- 
tences, and an average of more acquittals, Also these persons 
are more likely to have their job saved--when employed, 
they usually go back to work, ; 


But more than personal benefit, the community stands 
to receive added benefits, For instance, according to John- 
son, if a man has a family and his job is thus saved, then 
there is no need for his family to go on relief. And, if he 
is in custody, the city saves added money in custodial sery- 
ices, In fact, it has been figured that the city has saved over 
$200,000 a year on such various services including police 
time and expense, 


According to the latest statistics, of those persons out 
on their own, 2,715, only 54 were ‘no-show,’ 


RESPONSE TO EOC ‘CRISIS’ 

During the past month when the local FOC was under 
federal fire and many thought that the ‘crisis’ would cause 
some projects to cease, the Bail Project received a great 
deal of unsolicited support. Over three hundred persons 
stormed the central EOC headquarters to show their support. 
Letters and vocal support has come from judges and courts, 
Some supervisors, many attorneys, prominent citizens and 
various city and civic organizations, all giving their unequiv- 
ical support for the continuence of the SF Bail Project, 


The project is funded with EOC, tentatively again from 


‘this February to February of 1968, This operating budget, 


$38,000, is very low and at best has been only a marginal 
one, But added funds are generated to the tune of $100,000 
‘in kind’ contribution through Vista salaries, the local SF 
Bar Association (a sponsor), Federal Work Study program, 
and miscellaneous contribution, as local foundations and so on, 


HOW IT WORKS 

Twice daily the staff of the Bail Project visits the City 
Prison (their offices are in the Hall of Justice, Rm. 210, 
880 Bryant, 552-2202) and interview all those who desire 
their services, Three references given tothem bythe person 
in jail are checked, If the references recommend the person, 
and it appears that he will make his court appearances, he 
is recommended release to the judge. Over 85% of the time 
this recommendation is accepted by the judge. No negative 
report is made to the judge if they cannot make a recom- 


mendation, The objective is toaid prisoners, not to jeopardize 
their chances for release, 


The attempt is to serve anyone who is arrested, A 
prior record or lack of employment does not disqualify 
anyone, = 


Persons who have any questions are asked to call the @& 
Bail Project, which has its office openfrom6 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

This service is for those who cannot afford to make 
bail themselves, And, all such persons are urged to contact 
the Bail Project if they believe they are eligible,

According to other spot surveys it would seem as if 
no type of fair housing laws ever did exist, In the San Fernando 
Valley of Southern California for instance, a survey points 
out that outright selling policies by a majority of real estate 
brokers was discriminatory, And also that over 45% of all 
homes, despite an old U.S, Supreme Court decision against 
(1948), contained restrictive covenants against the owner or 
new buyer from selling to minorities, These are on homes 
built since 1955, Other surveys reflect the general information 
given by most real estate and other white citizens that 
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to buy plants, 
INADEQUATE LIBRARIES IN ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 
John Muir has about two-thirds of a book per child 
enrolled in the school, In many cases the library is used as 
a classroom, Other ghetto schools suffer the same problem 
of few books and limited facilities, opposite is the case in 
predominant white schools, 


UNEQUAL TEACHER ASSIGNMENT 
Minority schools tend to have more than their share of 
probationary teachers, long-term substitutes, and teacher 
absences, uncovered by any day-to-day substitute, 


NO HOT LUNCHES 

A majority of the elementary children in the Hunters 
Point area are without cafeteria facilities in their school,

there is no fair housing law now in existence, Yet quite 
the contrary is the case, 

Although Proposition 14 passed in 1964, which repealed 
most fair housing laws in California and set up a discrime 
inatory anti-law law, it was overturned by the State Supreme 
Court, as unconstitutional, last year, And, since then and 
still in effect, the Rumford Act and the Unruh Act are 
California laws that prohibit discrimination by the housing 
industry, on the basis of race, religion, or national an- 
cestry. 

These laws are enforced by the FEPC, which investigates 
complaints, The local state office is at 455 Golden Gate 
Avenue, their phone is 557-2005, Persons are asked to 
immediately get in touch with the FEPC concerning any 
possible act against them of housing discrimination, The law 
is there to protect our rights and persons should not feel 
hesitant about using it when the unfortunate occasion arises. 
The law and state officials are also there to protect persons 
against any intimidation on the part of those who have been 
long breaking the law, but have yet to be brought to justice. 


Kennedy Next 
EOC Chairman?

chairman of the EOC in light of Dr. Arthur Coleman’s 
resignation after the audit has been cleared. According to 
George Napper, one time director of the Hunters Point 
EOC office, Kennedy seems to be the likely candidate to fill 
the bill. Napper stated that two things are certain: “One 
is that Coleman is going to resign; and, two, the position of 
chairman of the EOC must be filled by a competent minority 
who has the respect of the community and the mayor’s 
office.” 


To this date Mayor John Shelly has given no indication 
as to who Coleman’s successor might be. 


Napper goes on to say that Coleman has done a tre- 
mendous job under circumstances that have made the job 
almost impossible, and the job demands a person of com- 
parable ability to keep the EOC going inthe proper direction. 


If Kennedy is appointed he will be the second Negro 
judge to be appointed over an anti-poverty program in the 
Bay Area, the other chairman being the Honorable Lionel 
Wilson who heads the anti-poverty program in Alameda 
County.

LAND OF THE FREE? 


Mrs, Frances Knox of Rich- 
mond was driving in Berkeley 
when her car was stalled, due 


_to a battery failure, at the 


corner of Adeline and Ashby. 
Mrs, Knox attempted to start 
the motor with no success, 
A policeman stepped out of 
a car which had been parked 
at the curb, He asked for her 
license, Since it was drizzling 
outside, Mrs, Knox handed 
her license to him through 
the window, ‘‘You are under 
arrest,’’ he said, He imme- 
diately opened the door and 
snatched her out, She fell to 
the ground, ‘You black...,?” 


he said, As Mrs, Knox rose 


from the ground, she brought 
her knee up and struck the 
officer, She was charged with 
resisting arrest and drunk 
driving, Apparently the officer 
thought the lady was intoxi- 
cated, Actually she had been 
taking prescription drugs for 
pain for an operation she re- 
cently had undergone, The of- 
ficer tried to drag her away, 
Mrs, Knox reached for her 
purse, where she had over 
$100.00. At that point the of- 
ficer hand-cuffed Mrs. Knox, 
The officer called for help, 
By the time they arrived -at 


the station, Mrs, Knox’s 
wrists were swollen, her left 
knee was injured, her left arm 
was knocked out of place, and 
her bridgework was out, She . 
was put in a call and not 
allowed to make a call until 


‘10 a.m, the next day, Later 


she learned that when her car 
was towed away, her right fen- 
der was dented and the mon- 
ey, over $100.00 was missing, 
Community workers in the 
Afro-American Institute (who 
received her report) is fam- 
iliar and any of us are li- © 
able to be faced with the same 
thing. ‘‘There’s nothing you 
can do,’ one worker said, 
‘unless you are rich and 
white, unless you can hire a 
big lawyer and sue, You have 
to have money and power and 
that is what black people do 
not have yet, that is some- 
thing we will have to get and 
we will get it when we are 
united,’’ Mrs, Knox lives at 
933 Lincoln, Richmond, Cal- 
ifornia, The incident occurred 
in early December, (Decem- 
ber 1, 1966.) The Afro-Am- 
erican Institute will use every 
means at its disposal to guar- 
antee justice for Mrs, Knox 
and all other Afro-Americans, 
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the Housing Authority that in view of what it considers to 
be the imminent destruction of the housing facilities, there 
is little point in making a determined effort to repair the 
conditions which undeniably exist. 

‘‘This is a position which has been maintained over too 
long a period of time to be persuasive any longer. If one 
were to assume that the housing facilities were to be torn 
down within the next six months, which is an assumption 
one cannot reasonably make, I would still feel that it is in- 
cumbent upon the Housing Authority to put the facilities into 
a livable condition until such time as they are torn down. I do 
not feel that it is any defense to the Housing Authority’s 
‘inaction in remedying conditions which exist for it to assert 
that it is fruitless to put money into the housing whose 
| destruction is imminently contemplated. No one should be 
required to live under such conditions for any period of 
time, whether it be for the next month, the next six months, 
jor the next year, As one member of the community to which 
you address your concern, I am willing to acknowledge an 
‘obligation to remedy this condition irrespective of the cost 
required to do so.” : 


Editorial 
The Negro Specialist 


In these challenging times of social reform withina society 
bent on automation, and specialization, a new kind of expert 
has bloomed; he is the Negro specialist. . 

In most cases the Negro specialist is a wile man with 
liberal ideas, who has spent some time in Negro communities, 
and in some cases he is a Negro college graduate in the social 
sciences with white middle class attitudes. _ Whatever the 
case; the specialist gets an exorbitant fee for supposedly 
helping the Negro to help himself. 

In any event the Negro specialist is white, or he is picked 
by the white establishment, to lead and direct the Negro out of 
his plight through a master plan of organization. 

Basically these master plans are academic, since they are 
based on a limited study of a particular Negro community, 
and speculative in nature. But the most unreasonable aspect 
of the master plans is that in the creation of the plan there 
is no involvement of the Negro that is supposed to-be helped 
by them. 

What does it take to be a Negro specialist? In the case of 
the Negro who is a specialist, Iam not sure of the qualifica- 
tions, but I am sure that anyone with conservative attitudes 
in community organization would prevail over the late Mal- 
colm X. 

The white man can become a Negro specialist by associat- 
ing with Negroes, or by living in a Negro community for a 
short period. He is considered a specialist once he learns 
how to ‘‘jerk’’, eats some chitterlings, or has a few Negroes 
as his ‘‘best friends’’; or he writes a thesis on the Negro 
and participates in some community organization in Negro 
communities. With these contacts and experiences he is recog- 
nized by his white brothers as knowing more about the Negro 
than the Negro knows himself. 

It is apparent that Negro communities have become the 
focal point in many socio-economic reforms. 

With the development of the Negro specialist much inter- 
est, and concentrated effort is devoted to the study of Negro 
communities, and most of this study isinthe area of research, 
with an attempt to rationalize the present black revolt as being 
caused by some deepseated psychosis in the Negro, and there- 

_ fore shifting the burden of responsibility from the shoulder 
of the white man as a substantial factor in causing the present 
plight of the Negro. ‘ 


It is difficult to pin point the exact cause of this zealous 
attitude, from which the Negro specialist has grown. Social 
evolution has been a factor; that is, from the envolvement to 
a supposedly more intelligent society former bigots now fancy 
themselves of being more tolerant of their fellow man. Probably 
another contributing cause is the fact that Negroes are be- 
ginning to help themselves through revolution, and this has 
consequently engendered a concern on the part of whites in 
directing the tone of this revolution, and if not directing, at 
least influencing it. 

However, the true issue remains; will this revolution be 
violent or non-violent? 

History has shown that the ‘‘great society’ has lent 
itself to violence in resolving domestic and international con- 
flicts. However, this great society recognizes that with the 
waging cold war with the Russian Communist, the present hot 
war with the Communist Viet Namese and Chinese, and the 
surging independence of the African nations, that an internal 
violent revolution with the Negro minority would casta shadow 
of doom over the ‘‘great society’’. 

And to the task of preventing and subverting a violent 
revolution the Negro specialist is assigned. 

Negro communities are like time bombs, and every minute 
of unrest is another tick toward the zero hour. The job of the 
Negro - specialist is to remove the pin from this time bomb. 

The unfortunate part about this idea of the Negro specialist 
is that it puts the residents of Negro communities in the posi- . 
tion of guinea pigs, and this in itself is a severe indignation. 

It is obvious to Negroes when a white man arrives in 
their community asking questions, snooping around at various 
meetings, and wearing a forged smile that he has been sent 
to gather information, and if not obvious, it certainly raises 
this suspicion. — 

And for the above reason the role of the Negro specialist 
is ill-fated. He will never be able to convince, lead, direct, 
or influence the Negro communities. This is not to say that 
he won’t get the sympathy of a few Negroes, but in general 
the masses won’t be touched. And the time bomb will continue 
to tick until the residents of the communities feel they are 
among the great of this so-called great society, and not 
‘*black sheep’’. 

The fact is that, built in this idea of the Negro specialist, 
is the age old concept that the white man has the answer to 
all the problems of the Negro. 

Community participation by residents in resolving their 
problems hasbeen intellectualized and new sociological theories 
have been predicated on the permises that the community 
should work and solve its own problems, consequently we 
have various programs where the poor are supposed to run 
them. 

This idea of the poor having administrative positions with

Last week, I addressed myself to the fact that, the black 
man in this country is moving toward the third stage of 
his leadership, or political development, This is the stage 
where the black man will pick the black leaders that will 
speak for the black man, These black leaders will not speak for 
any white element, The black man who is the leader, will be 
responsible to the black masses who give him this mandate 
of leadership, This is the stage in which we achieve political 
maturity and sophistication, 

This thing of political sophistication and maturity is 
an important concept to understand, One of the Webster’s 
Dictionary’s definitions of politics is: ‘‘of or pertaining 
to the organization or action of individuals, parties, or in- 
terests, that seek to control the appointment or action af 
those who manage the affairs of the State,’’ As this def- 
inition shows us, politics is more than just going to the polls 
every two or four years, and casting a vote, usually for a 
party, which makes meaningless promises to us, 

Politics means organization, It means black people or= 
ganizing arond the issues that affect them, It means or-. 
ganizing, or organizing around, political parties that workfor 
black people, It means organizing to support black leaders 
who will be responsible to the sensitivities of black people. 

Black people in this country have not been organized, 
We are just beginning to understand the importance of or- 
ganization, With organization, we are a powerful political 
force, Without organization, we are ineffective, and can be 
‘used’ as a political tool by any white element that chooses 
to use us for its own personal political ambitions, 

An example of our lack of organization is our inability 
to put and keep pressure on the labor unions, who have re~ 
peatedly refused to hire black people, as per the agreement 
reached between the civil rights organizations and the 
Hotel Industry, Now labor, and politicians supported by 
labor, have for years pawned themselves off as the black 
man’s friend, But shouldn’t we examine this friendship 
more closely. If labor, and fellow traveler political friends 
of labor, are our real friends--then they should be able to 
amiably solve the labor dispute in the hotel industry, This 
has not been done, so we must organize, so that we can 
apply our own political pressure upon labor, and the fellow~ 
traveler political friends of labor. 


When we understand political organization, we will ree 
alize that when civil rights organizations call a Hotel Boy- 
cott, all black people, big or little, should honor this boycott. 
Our strength must come from collective efforts--this is the 
key to organization, There must be no exceptions, 

There are many other examples of our political im- 
potency, because of our lack of organization, When there 
was a search for the second man position in the Housing 
Authority, it was known by the black leaders--professional 


‘ and grassroots--that Eneas Kane had promised to put a black 


man in that position, But the black leaders allowed the power 
structure to slip a Negro in on them, who has a record of 
never relating to the black belt, because we were not or- 
ganized enough to present a representative candidate for 
the position, that Revels Cayton now holds, We screamed 
bloody murder--after Cayton had the job, 


If we had organization in the black belt, we could have 
stopped Redevelopment the way the Mission District did. 
And if Redevelopment came to the Hill, or Portrero, or 
the Fillmore, it would come on our terms, 

We must stop being the victim of the divide and conquer 
method, We must organize into apolitical force that can speak 
with power and substance--and which would have to be dealt 
with on at least equal terms, 


comparable salaries, and actually running programs involving 


thousands. of dollars is actually repugnant to those’ of the 
establishment, and the authors of the community action 
theories presently existing in our country’s war on poverty. 

Somehow it’s inbred:concept within our society that 
where there is money involved in community rehabilitation 
and organization that members of the Negro communities can’t 
handle it. 

Here is where the Negro specialist is supposed to do his 
tricks, His job is to gain the confidence and support of Negro 
communities and carry out his master plan of organization, 
and control the money. 

The Negro specialist is at inoek a farce. It’s a mistake 
to ever talk about specializing in Negroes. This kind of atti- 
tude leads to generalizations and stereotypes that do more harm 
than good. | 

Negroes are first individuals, and they compose individual 
communities. All Negro communities are not the same. The 
circumstances in each community will dictate the means neces- 
sary in organization and rehabilitation. And the persons 
most knowledgable of the circumstances, are the residents 
who have worked with these circumstances and lived with them. 

. There is no need for the Negro specialist, the Negroes 
know better than anyone else what the needs of their com- 
munities are, and what it takes to satisfy them. 


LEGAL RACISM AGAIN? It’s interesting to note that of 
the two major bills in the state legislature to repeal the 
Rumford Fair Housing Act, one maker is an admitted 
member of the Birch tripers while the other won’t admit 
he isn’t, Both from the south have written further curbs into 
other equal opportunity legislation, And what fool was it that 
said the J-BSers were harmless???, , If these haters would 
bother to look at the record they would find that a great Ma~ <i 
jority of FEPC housing cases have been solved with the hel 
of the Rumford Act by mediation between the two conflicting 
parties and in no cases have the sacred ‘property rights’ of 
whites been violated, The truth being that descrimination 
and hate are descrimination and hate no matter how you say 
it, politely or not, The greatest fears of opponents of the 
Rumford Act and the FEPC is its power of mediation, that 
is, where two parties areallowed to come together and dispell . 
all fear. ... 

JUST ANOTHER UNKEPT PROMISE can be marked up 
this time to the University of Calif. for letting worthy 
prospective stiidents from the Hunters Point-Bayview area 
believe that UC would help them come from the ghettc 
despite their ‘‘station’’ to the big white school across the 
bay, but as usual the deal fell through with the usual evasive 
answers that are no answers at all. . . EDUCATIONAL 
ELITE, speaking of the cost to get an education, the thought 
of new fee charges to enter state schools of higher learn- 
ing sort of enforces the already unpleasant fact that such 
education is only for the favored few. Some way must be 
met to breach this class privilege which is now the chief 
credential for admission to a college education and university 
studies. Such a way might be to instead of charging a fee, ~ 
pay with salaries those students, After all, they will even- _ 


tually contribute more with their education than on the un-° 


employment rolls, ... 

WHITE UNLOVE can easily be revealed in the most 
subtle ways, A recent phone survey by the Human Rights 
Commission revealed the following conversation with a Sunse: 
district woman; (when asked abot renting to Negroes) \( 
«Oh no, absolutely not. All white, The only Negroes here are” 
the girl who does the cleaning and the man who washes 
the stairs and sidewalks, All white here, All quiet, nice 
people,’”? (and, when informed that the caller was a Negro) 
‘Oh, Oh. Listen, I tell you, I just love colored people. I 
love the girl who cleans; she’s the sweetest thing. I give 
her all my clothes and everything, really. But its these 
darned neighbors, They’re awful about it. They’d be so-mad 
at me if I rented to someone who wasn’t--you--know--white,?? 

WHO THE HELL SAYS WE DON’T LIVE INA GHETTO?; 
besides the fact that most dairies refuse to deliver milk 
to mothers in Hunters Point and Sears is often reluctant 
to deliver anything also, Now there is not one area diaper 
service that will come into Hunters Point, now ain’t that the... 

REDEVELOPMENT CRUMBS, whether or not the new 
supervisor, Josiah Beeman, will be here long will be based 
partly on his ability to get a crash course in the nitty- 
gritty, both in the Mission and especially with his position 
on redevelopment and also for Hunters Point. . .CAKE 
CUTUP, the expected split of a ‘cake’ of $1 million in fees 
to some realtors for redevelopment work had better wait 
until those named realtors reveal their true fair housing 
(or lack of) practices, . . 

ANTI-POVERTY problems will continue if some people 
don’t shape up in the strangest places, Take for instance 
the continuing employment of’ Area Board members on the 
payrolls of direct funding agencies, And then there are those 
so-called professionals who get $10 thousand, $14 thousand, 
yet cannot stand nitty-gritty ghetto dwellers....

White Racial Problems (The Only Kind) 


by Phil Kay 


That which, better than anything else, proclaims boldly 


| the lie of the Great Society, is the ‘‘American Dilemma” 
| and the failure to begin to seriously cope with it. That is, 
|the crisis between black and white. There is no doubt that 
| one of the most conspicuous traits and qualities of the white 
| anglo-saxon protestant culture we live and breathe is its 
|lack of brotherhood, in fact, its contrived vengence against 
| any attempts at brotherhood and equality. This too contributes 
|to the deliberate failure to solve such problems in our past 


history. For the main stay of our ethic and that which we 


| call ‘Western Civilization’ is based on the religious ideals 
lof white supremacy. A white supremacy derived partially 


| through muddled religious conformities. 


Just over a century agao, we on the American scene 
‘cut the legal ties of the most radicalform of race supremacy 
limaginable, slavery. Unholy because it upholds the ideal that 
some human beings are not human beings, not even persons, 
but merely property, and not very sacred property at that. 
‘But the abolition was purely in name only. We are still 
jengaged in some form or another of slavery and white 
supremacy. White supremacy has remained an everyday fact 
‘through the very guidance and leadership of all the great 
‘American institutions, led reverently by the churches who 
voice to the greatest degree the opppsite of what we all 
believe and practice. For, such a factor as local option (as 
states rights) keeps white supremacy legalized and alive, 
in spite of even the recent civil rights movement. And, as 
things are going, it will remain institutionalized in apartheid 
and ghettoization for some time to come, unless... 


THE PATERNAL ‘THOUS’ 

At first glance a majority of white citizens seem not to 
be openly pathological of their attitudes towards their fellow 
human beings, especially the black man. Not as much vulgar 
or vicious as being subtle racists, but racists just the same. 
They have been reared for so long in an ethos -of 
white supremacy that ghettoization is assumed as normative. 


They harbor the strange notion that racial unrest in 
society is due to an insufficient white paternalism (at best), 
not realizing that paternalism is itself a great and potent 
form of racism. What they envision when they contemplate 
words like ‘‘integration’’ or civil rights is a time when a 
significant empirical betterment. of a Watts or a Hunters 
Point will have been achieved. But, mind, you, that that Watts 
and Hunters Point will. always be ‘‘safely” over there some- 
where, out of their sight, and thereby out of mind. They 
entertain images of black ghettos becoming decent andrather 


pleasant habitations (and often now don’t believe the ghettos — 


are really as bad as stated by others--never have come 
within miles of them). What white ‘‘moderates” do not 
comprehend is that they themselves are ghettoized, not only 
racially and physically, in the places where they live and 
study and work and play and worship, but also in their minds 
and mentalities and, hence, in their morality. The white 
“moderates’’ are still enamored with the possibility of a 
society in which there is equality but separation, not realiz- 
ing that equality is inherently incompatible with the pro- 
found division of society by race, and in the basic spheres of 
common life, And, that such represents an inequality as 
perniciously dehumanizing for whites as for blacks and 
other so-called minorities. In light of the lack of freedom 
of choice for some, one is sickened to still hear the sacred 
axiom ‘‘them people choose to live there together.’ 


LIVING HELL — THE GHETTO : 

There is nothing yet envisioned in the propaganda of the 
Great Society which yet contemplates the demise of the 
ghettoization of American life. Yet, it is only the determina- 
tion of the elimination of every ghetto, black and white, in 
this land, both on a full scale physical aspect as well as 
through our other systems in American life, that something 
can start to happen. 


Less than the elimination of the ghetto everywhere would 
still be the very obscenity we live from day to day. Virtually 
every city and town and form of society in this land has got 
to obsolve the despair of black citizens, which justifiably 
erupts in pathetic revot. A revolt that will always occur when 
people have been too patient and are not going to stand a tyrany 


our historical forefathers revolted against, yet still exists 
for some. This also includes the emancipation of whites 
from the neurotic prison of their own complacency and acts 
of paternalism, 


It must be repeated, the ghettos must go. But what does 
that imply in terms of public policy? Well, among other 
things, that they now be recognized as being so congested, 
so deteriorated (not just physically), so deteriorated, so in- 
sufferable, as to be unfit for human habitation and beyond 
the reach of rehabilitation which would only tend to lightly 
repaint the fabric of their inhumanity. 


No doubt such a revolutionary step would literally 
threaten and dislocate the very fabric of white and “Uncle 
Tom’’ society in a shattering-manner, but the answer to that 
is that the bourgeois society-ghetto needs to be destroyed 
just as the minority ghetto needs to be destroyed if this is 
ever to become a society worthy of human habitation. 


ORGANIZATION AND POWER ~ 

The extent of the concept of paternalism in our whole 
ethos is so great that even most liberals and latter-day 
civil righters are plagued with aspects of it. The end result 
is that those minority demands which are most feared 
are those of a ery for organization and power. Hence such 
‘tradicals’”? as a Saul Alinsky need only pass through some 
communities and the so-called white establishment and Toms 
become so panic stricken that they will grantlocal minorities 
almost anything as so-called concessions before they will 
even think about any aspects of community organization for 
blacks, for instance. For with organization, good organiza- 
tion, there is an inherent power. And as Alinsky himself 
says, ‘‘When a Negro community is organized, brother, 
you don’t get lavender power.”’ 


The fear of any type of organization and its accom- 
panying power is great because all white power of paternal- 
ism is diminished and in most cases stands a chance of 
being rightly eliminated because it is irrelevant. once heard 


~ a well known OEO official, very prominent in civil rights, 


employed. with the Community Action Program of the War 
On Poverty, let it be known that “‘if those people do ever 
organize it will be a disaster of the greatest proportions, 
all means possible should be made to keep them from 
organizing and going off on their own.’” 


The advent of the term Black Power was a good chance 
to watch the division of the realists from the paternalists 
in the Civil Rights Movement. Setting all neurotic ideas of 
far fetched violence aside (which say more for the speakers 
mentality), the real reason among whites, liberal whites 
and even some not-so-Uncle Toms for outrightly opposing 
Black Power was the fear’of loss of their paternal power. 
Even the most well intentioned civil rights leaders were 
guilty of crying wolf in the face of calls for Black Power. 


ULTIMATE ANSWERS 
Immediate or even ultimate answers to the jremlene 
of white racism can only be answered in the light of the most 
blatent admissions on the part of American society. And by 
such admissions, I do not mean neurotic ones, there is 
nothing some white enjoy more than being called bigots by 
some blacks. That is not the answer, the answer is only to 
be accomplished by an active and revolutionary on the part 
of some to change, otherwise the ‘let George do it’ theme 
will take place, and such will not be a very pretty picture. 
If we are at least fair weather believers in the documents 
of freedom, then we have little time left to begin to keep 
experimenting with attempts at trying them out. We have got 
to use them now! Such use can be dramatically seen in the 
hearts, minds and actions of students on college campuses 
who today are merely attempting to practice what has been 
preached to them, only to receive a reply from society 
which George Orwell described as: “that incessant grinding 

heel pressing down the face of humanity.’’ 


As for our so-called religious inclination, the reader 
can be assured that this writer is never referring to Chris- 
tianity when he admittedly does disdain most aspects of 
today and yesterday’s religious establishment, because it 
never had anything to do with Christianity. As Bernard 
Shaw said: ‘‘Christianity might have worked, if anybody ever 
bothered to try it.’’

Wake Up To The 


Redevelopment Game! 


by Willie Thompson 


Some months ago, the Redevelopment Agency hired the 
firm of Hal Dunleavy and Associates to do a study of the 
area to be redeveloped in Hunters Point. That study was 
completed about a month ago. 

The information gathered is public, paid for by the tax- 
payers. But the Redevelopment Agency is in no hurry for the 
people of Hunters Point to see it. The plan is to control the 
time, place and method of releasing the information. Some 
members of the community are more eager than the agency 
to control the release of information from the study. 

In a free society, this is very peculiar behavior for 
a public agency and for responsible citizens. This is a big 
problem and won’t be fully discussed here. The problem is 
that the people’s need and right to know what Redevelopment 
is doing is being blocked. The people are still in the dark 
and their social well-being is in trouble. Hopefully, this 
little information that follows will shed some light on the 
situation for the people who will suffer from recevelopment. 

There are 936 homes in the Ridge Point-Hunters Point 
area. This is the area to be redeveloped. 850 of these 
houses were interviewed in the study by Dunleavy. 775 of 
the houses (91 per cent) have Negro occupants. 32 (3.8 per 
cent) are white. 43 (5.1 per cent) are other non-white. 543 
households earn less than $500 a month. 138 households 
earn less than $200 a month. 765 or 90 per cent of the house- 
holds said they want to live in Hunters Point after it has 
been redeveloped. 555 or 65.3 per cent of the households 
said they wanted to buy a home. The rest wanted to rent. 
96.1 per cent or 816 households pay less than $70 a month 
for rent. 643 or 75.7 per cent don’t think they can afford 
to pay more than $99 for household expenses and 390 or 
46.6 per cent don’t think they can pay more than $74 for 
household expenses. Of the 265 people asked, 104 of them 
don’t think they can afford a down payment on a house. 
676 families or 79.5 per cent have never tried to buy a house 
outside Hunters Point. 61.7 per cent or 726 have never 
looked for a place to rent outside Hunters Point. 82 families 
or 9.6 per cent receive social security or pension. 6.1 or 52 
receive disability income and 11.4 per cent or 97 receive 
AFDC, All total, 231 or 27.1 percent of the people receive 
some form of welfare. 759 families or 89.3 per cent of the 
families do not belong to any community organization (not 
even the Joint Planning Committee). 141 families have no 
person working in the family, 186 or 22.4 per cent of the 
persons working have been working at their present jobs less 
than a year. 

San Francisco is one of the most expensive cities 
in the whole country to live in. The high cost of land is one 
of the reasons for the expense. So far, no plan has been 
developed that will make it possible for poor people to live 
decently in San Francisco. Until that plan is developed, the - 
poor Negroes are slowly marching to their doom with the 
Redevelopment Agency. 

The difference between the Redevelopment Agency, the 
Housing Authority and the police department is that one will 
kill you quickly, the other will leave you to the rats and 
roaches and the other one, the Redevelopment Agency, will 
just leave you. Think about that, citizens of Hunters Point- 
Bay View!. The Redevelopment Agency will tear down the 
houses and leave you without shelter, without community, 
without neighborhood and without land.

Dear Jennie, 

It sounds as though you are in a pickle, but I don’t 
believe that you really are. We, at the Education Project 
for Planned Parenthood have already solved problems like 
yours several times and I am sure that we can help you too. 


Very often husbands don’t understand what contraceptives: 


are and how they work. They fear that birth control will 
interfere with their sex life and that somehowtheir marriage 
will be changed. They heed to be assured that this will not 
happen. There is also misunderstanding about the effects of 
the pill on women, that they will cause a woman to be less 
woman-like, affect their health, etc. 

Have you heard about our Discussion Groups at the dis- 
trict Anti-poverty offices? There are Men’s and Women’s 
and mixed groups. You and your husband can come toa 
mixed group together, or he might prefer to attend an all- 
men’s group. Be sure to phone any of the district offices 
to find out the time and place of the group meeting most 
convenient for you. ‘ : 

At these meetings all methods are discussed and ex- 
plained. There is lots of time to ask questions. I feel sure 
that you and your husband will be assured that the use of 
contraceptives is in no way harmful and will, in fact, prove 
to be the very help you seek inyour family planning problem.

When the new baby is six weeks old and your wife 
returns to the doctor who delivered the baby or the hospital 
where the baby was born, for her check-up, she should ask 
and request family planning help. San Francisco General 
Hospital and some of the city’s health centers now give this 
birth control information and instruction. Many of the city’s 
private hospitals do to. And of course, if you prefer, Planned 
Parenthood, which is located at 1641 LaSalle Street and 
where we are ready tohelp you ata fee based on your Income. 


Birth control methods are now so satisfactory that this 
part of your problem is assured of solution. Just be sure that 
you do not have sex relations until your wife has some birth 
control method which suits her and which is recommended 
by a doctor, 


- One word of caution! There are still some products sold 
that are not medically sound and not proven safe or effec- 
tive. And there are still people who suggest birth control 
ideas which they think worked for them, such as eating

Services 


The San. Francisco Neighborhood Legal Assistance Foun- 
dation is a non-profit corporation set up just last year. The 
principal goal of the Foundation is to bring the benefits 
which are protection of the law to those who have previously 
been denied them, 

The Foundation has established offices in the four pov- 
erty target areas of the city. The Office in Bayview-Hunters 
Point is located at 1433 Mendell (2 doors from War On 
Poverty Office) and is open to clients from 9 to 5 during 
the week, and also, on Tuesday evenings until 8 p.m. and 
Saturdays from 10 to 4 p,m. 

Services in all types of civil cases are offered to those 
who cannot afford a private attorney.

Police Community Relations 


The recent assignment of two uniformed precinct men to 
each of most areas covered by Police Community Rela- 
tions in San Francisco seems to be thefirst step in a gradual 
weakening and abandonment of the Unit. As the SPOKESMAN 
earlier reported, the extreme right wing members of the 
department appear to be getting their way. 

Besides the very ambiguous assignments of other officers, 
other factors have been in the making, and completion, to 
destroy the Community Relations Unit. There was the SF 
Grand Jury which all but recommended the Unit’s disbanding 
with its plan to assign all members to the precincts; the 
**kangaroo court trial’? of Officer Lindsay Crenshaw on various 
alleged charges, none of which were ever proven (the officer 
since has resigned), despite a threat upon his life which was 
never prosecuted; and the lack of replacement for those 
officers promoted. One must also take into consideration 
the lack of good cooperation given the Unit during the out- 
breaks in the latter part of September. Recognition of the 
outstanding work of the Unit has only been passing, its 
head, Lt. Androtti has only limited power and should have 
been given a position as a deputy chief. In light of the Unit’s 
record, long overdue is the need for a larger force of such 
trained community relation specialists, who could in turn 
train and climatize regular officers. 

At a meeting this Wednesday (conveniently buried deep 
in the sports pages of one local city paper noted for its own 
smearing articles on the Unit) the Police Chief Thomas 
Cahill assured concerned citizens that his office is “in fact 
strengthening and expanding its (Police Community Rela- 
tions) staff and its work in the City.” 

Attending the meeting were members of local Anti- 
~ Poverty, the American Friends Service Committee and two 
groups of private citizens, the Police Community Relations 
_ Executive Committee and Citizens Alert. 

Concerned persons generally were pleased with what 
Chief Cahill had to say but are still taking a very reserved 
attitude. There has still been much talk from so-called 
sources ‘in-the-know’ that the Unit is on the way out.
